Facts About the Fire. 


TERRIBLY DESTBTJCTITB CONFLAGRA- 
TION LAST NIGHT—TWENTV ACBK9 OF 
BUItDINOS IN THE WEST DIVISION E< 
RUINS. 


From tli9 Chicago Tribune of Sunday Morning. 


Thn sounding of the fire alarm {torn box 
e. 348, at about 11 o'clock last night, wa» 
ha solemn preludo to one of the most du~ 
aatroai nod impotiog conflagrations -which 
ins ever visited a city which has already 
nrolled in her annals numbers of such 
nitations, many of them so terrible that 
hey can serve «a eras in her history. For 
ays patt alarm has followed alarm, but 
be comparatively trifling losses have fa- 
niliarj'iad us to the pealing of the court- 
'louse bell, and we had forgotten that the 
.baenoe of raiu for three weeks bad left 
verything in so dry and inflammable a 
ondiiion that a spark might atait a fire 
which would uweep Irom end to end of the 
ity. 


Only a few minutes elapsed after the 


-triking of tho alarm before the flame* 
vere seen sweeping to the sky, and the 
arid light that illuminated the horizon 
[rev more and more powerful, casting its 
>iillii>at rays in every direction, bringing 
>ut ib bold relief the fronts of the build- 
nga which faced it from all quarters. The 
wind, Deeming to rise as the flames did, 
et from the southwest, carrying with it 
& ita onward rush streams of sparks, cm- 
Lers flnd partially-burned pieces of wood, 
whic1. covered the sky with dazzling 
pan, t', 8 weeping northeast ward like a 
i^l 
: h lumnds of meteors, but falling

1 >» a embraced between 
the 


riv»i, J^ulh Branch, Wells street and 
raoknon street, the lighter ones going far 
over on the North Division, while the 
leavier and more dangerous ones fell be- 
ore they reached that point. They drop- 
led with great force on the ground, to the 
iccaiional danger oi foot passengers and 
he soaring of horses, and showered upon 
he roofs of buildings, inspiring constant 
ears that other conflagrations would break 
out,! and that a terrible broad area wonld 
m covered by the flimes, and put it out of 
the power of tho engine* to combat them. 


Late as it was, the splendor of the flame* 


and the wonderful brilliancy of tho sky 
were snob as to attract enormous crowds 
rom every quarter. The densely popu- 
atod quarter of the West Division lying 
near toe fire would have, of itself, been 
sufficient to choke up the surrounding 
Htreels with a dense and impassable crowd, 
jut, as the fire showed no signs of abat- 
ny, they came from greater and greater 
distances,forcing their way down Clinton 
street, in the centre of which, near Adams, 
ware half a dozen isolated street cais, ut- 
terly unab'.e, for some time to corcc, to 
get back to their stables; and getting over 
or around the obstructions caused by 
policemen or engines, made their way 
lown to Jackson, near which the fire 
began, and stopped there, oaring nothing 
for the smouldering ruins which lay be- 
yocd that point. They crowded Quincy, 
Adams, und Jackson streets on the one 
side of the river, while others, far more 
anxious and fearful that the blezj might 
at any moment leap ecrots the South 
Brancb, and sweep towaid the filled 
streets leading to aud ou the aabt side of 
the South Branch. 


At first the concourse was from the 


West Side, but a» time pasted on they be- 
gan to come from across the water, and as 
the blazing viaduct and the police made 
Adams Btreet bridge impassable, they 
swept in a solid mass across Madison 
street, meeting, aa they crossed, the re- 
turning stream oi those who had satisfied 
their curiosity, or who felt it inadvisable 
to stay there after 13 o'clock. The bridge 
and the approach on Maditon street were 
covered with men and women, alone and 
together, if ho found there a favorable 
point for watching the flimee>, while they 
were generally out of roach of the falling 
cinders. The viaduct at Adamc street, 
with its bltzing woodwork, stood out in 
bold relief, fcnd beyond and underneath it 
nothing but a wild whirlwind of flimes, 
obsonred for a moment by bursts of smoke, 
but reappeaiing the next with added bril- 
liancy. Thti fir», burning oloso down to 
the river, aid impelled eastward by the 
wind, seemed to one looking from the 
bridge to have almost reached across the 
water, and to have , partially consumed 
that, as well as the more combustible ma- 
terial on which it was really feeding. 
Above the sound of the cacfUgration occa- 
sionally rose the scream of the engines, or 
the thunder of falling beams und tumbl- 
ing houses. The sharp smell of emoke 
filled the air with an oppressive odor. 


On the west side of Clinton street, from 


Jaokeon to Adams, were relics of the 
household goofs of the people who had 
been living on the east aide of the street, 
sometimes piled on drays or wagons, but 
generally piled upon the sidewalk, after 
the adjoining houses had proved too small 
to contain them; their frayed and dilapi- 
dated condition testified to the speed with 
which they had been curried away. 
Oa 


around and among them were their unfor- 
tunate possessors, wbo bad been awakened 
from a sound sleep in which they were 
refreshing themselves for' the religion 
ol the morrow, Bed who, instead of get- 
ting up to dress for church, found them- 
st-lven compelled to snatch what they 
< o u H and fly for their lives. Those who 
were uaar Jackion street could look east- 
ward across a weltering sea of fire, 
through which black and desolate ran 
Jecknon street hko some road cut through 
the mtVrnul regions. From the wrecks ol 
burning buildings, from rapidly consum- 
ing lumber pile*, and more slowly but 
more steadily burning coal heap», rose 
thousands of jets of fUmr, whirling with 
them pillars of tmoke, through which 
loomed up tho taller buildings alocg the 
river, or the slender musts and blazing 
rigging of some vessels in the rivor. 
Si 


grand and eo novel was the spectacle thai 
those poor men aud women who stood 
shelterless by night, and did not wail aoc 
moan, and hug their half-clad babies 
tighter to their bosoms, as is the cnsto: 
on sach occasions, but stood 
gazing 


straightforward. They did not stop to see 
what they had lest, or to inquire into the 
condition of what they had saved, but 
watched with intense admiration the 
terribly beautiful spectacle which unfold 
ed itself before them. 


Farther north on the streets the efforts 


of the firemen and the eastward tendency 
of the wind had preserved the house facinf 
west on Clinton street; the southern onet 
were mere shells, and their condition im 
proving as one went north, though they 
were all much scorched and rendered nn 
inhabitable by the fire and its opposing 
element, water. Bat though these somber 
and forbidding looking tenements gener 
ally barred the view, yet through alleyi 
and occasional breaks in the buildings oni 
could there get a view into the furnace 
which lay beyond—red and sulphurous 
glimpses as it one were gazing through 
the portals of hell. No one wasted an; 
time upon those individuals wbo stooi 
beside their possessions, and the only per 
sons wbo approaohed them were in seare! 
of information concerning their posiibl 
insuarncs, to which they generally rephec 
that they had none, when they replied a 
all to what they oftnn considered a very 
nnneeeBiary and rather impertinent ques- 
tion. 


Other inquries were also made as t. 


whether: any persons were missing, or ha< 
been injured; but, while it is impossible 
so great was tho confusion to aoccrtaii 
much ooccerning it, it is beyond doibi 
that one person was seriously injured, an 
another is most likely missing forever, un 
less same portion of her bones should have 
escaped the action of the raginz flame 
which enveloped them. Mrs. Downin) 
was an old wom^n, who lived in one o 
the honsei on "the north fide of Jackson 
street, near Canal, and who. surprised in 
her sleep by the advancing fire and itope- 
fying soinke, wonld have heeu unable to 
I'ncape without foreign aid. Happily thi 
wat afforded by a printer of the name o 
Robert Campsie, who succeeded in carry 


icg her ont, but not nntU ah* bad been 
severely burned;, not did rie «oape with- 
oatsenoui injoria*. She wastaken to a 
home on Jeffarton itaeet, not far off 
whet* she if now receiving medical atten- 
ioo. 
Bat, while «hi escaped, her daugh- 


ter ii-law, Margaret HadUy,with whom 
•be was living, WM. left behind, and has 
not been heard ~of sine*. It i* only rc- 
markabl* that in the sudden origin and 
rapid progress of the fire more accidents 
lid not occur. 


Alter a time, the chief interest of all 
•ho could get anywhere near it, or form 


any idea concerning it, was centered at the 
northeast corner of the fire, that being the 
only point where there was much danger 
>f it* extending. But it presently became 
apparent that the desperate crtjtU ot 
he firemen had (topped it there; and oon- 
equanlly the interest began to die away, 
and the conflagration to be looked upon as 
omcthing of a failure by thoee whose ree- 
dences were entirely ont of danger, and 
who disliked to Me eo promising a sensa- 
ion coming to an end. But while these 
woplo from a distance marched off, the 
iremen never stopped for a moment their 
leroio efforts, whioh were, happily, nn- 
listurbed, for, with the exception of one 
also alarm, nothing occurred to distract 
heir attention from the bu.inese in hand. 


rucoBEfs or THE COMFLAOBATION. 
At the time oi tha appearance of the 


fire, which originated in Lull & Holmes' 
ilaoing mill, on 0«nal street, near Van 
iuren, the wind wae blowing doe north, 
eo that the spread of the flimes was nortb- 
ward in the main; although the mitohief 
was soon communicated to the right and 
eft, and the district from Clinton street 
to the river, a distance of two block*, wae 
mbraced in the destruction. Soon, how- 
iver, tho wind veered from the eoathwest, 
and the line of fire began to take an an- 
;le to the northeart. 
The buildings and 


>iles of lumber between the laet line of 
Clinton street and the river, at a point 
bout midway between Van Buren and 


Jackson street*, were entirely swopt away, 
and the flame* eweeping away to the north 
ine of Jackson street, threatened to fol- 
ow that line, no one could tell how far. 
The fire department were powerful to 


heck the prpgreu of the fin, which was 
arried bodily aeroea 
the intervening 


tr«et», and «w«pt to the northward. Oa 
Jaokton 
street, between Clinton and 


/anal, there was a continuous

la many cases there wai 


wrely time to arouse the occupants and 
get them in aafety from the premiiee. Oae 
after another of the buildings were envel- 
oped in fluaes, and in the brief space of 
twenty minnteithe space between Jackson 
and Adams and Clinton street and the 
river wag all ablaze. On the east aide of 
Janal street, and between it and the Pitta- 
>urgh and Fort Wayne railroad track>, 
>ounded north and south by Adams and 
Jaokton, were eeveral coal and lumber 
offices, all of whioh disappeared like tin- 
der. 
Huge piles of coal—hundreds of 


:ons of anthracite—lay back of theee build- 
ings, and the heated ftimee at hut became 
en intense aa to communicate with the 
coal aud set it on fire. Up to this time 
:he passage auioss Adams street bridge 
bad been unr. s ri,,- ed »ave by the volumes 
of smoke and ciudere driven in that di- 
rection, but st last the flame* reached the 
Adams street viaduct, and eoon a wall of 
ire drove across the paseare way and 
jarred 
it 
effectually. 
Under 
the 


bridge 
the 
devouring 
element wae 


sucked with fearful velocity, and, be- 
fore any atepe could be taken to prevent it 
the •idewalk* and railing* of the iron via- 
dact were lapped up, and a long, low shed 
on the northeast corner of Adams and Ca- 
nal, need a* a freight depot by the United 
States and Adams Expresi companies, was 
doomed to destruction. As rapidly aa 
possible the contents wen removed, bnt 
there was not time enough to eave one- 
quarter of the good* in etore. Beyond 
tbis shed, to the eastward, stood a large 
number of passenger coaches belonging to 
the Pittsburgh & Fort Wayne'Railroad 
Company, to cave which it wa* necessary 
to tear down the rhed, which was success- 
fully accomplished. Had it been other- 
wise, and had these oars taken fire, nothing 
could have checked the flame?, whioh 
would have communicated with the Fittt- 
bnrgh & Fort Wayne freight depot, con- 
suming in their train the passenger 
buildings, &s, and never stopping nntil 
Madison street bridge was reached. All 
this was fortunately prevented by the 
strenuous endeavor* of citizens—the firo 
department being unable to operate to ad- 
vantagi in this locality—who, appreciat- 
ing the terrible danger of a farther spread 
to the east and northeast, labored moat 
heroically in the midst of a horrible show- 
er of livid cinders and a fieroe, hot, driving 
•moke. 


While the citizens were battling; so sue- 


OESjfuUy between Canal street and the 
river, north of Adam* street, the firemen 
were having a furious contest on the south 
line of Adam* street, west of Canal, and 
extending nearly to Clinton atreet. The 
buildings were ell wooden structures, 
mainly occupied as retid. new, and it hsc 
become perfectly eltar to ever/body that 
thegtett fight mart t-.k» place at this 
point. Oace let the fUmei croM to the 
south line of wooden itraotora* on Adams 
street, and the conarquraces were awful 
to contemplate. 


A dozen lead* of hose—til that could be 


worked to advantage—were brought into 
tho street, and as many streams of water 
were direotcd on the burning buildings, 
the rear portions of which were blazinj 
furiously. Inch by inch these firemei 
fonnht for an advantage—fighting in a 
perfect hell of heat and smoke. Their 
courage and endurance were something 
magnificent. While the spectator*, bun 
drois of feet further away, cowered before 
the terrible heat and blinding drift of 
glowing cinders, the pipemen stood their 
ground, often for five minutes at a stretch 
within a dcz«n feet of the wall of fire, noi 
and then withdrawing a few pace* in order 
to get breath, only to return to the charge 
as manfully as before. They could no 
hope to extinguish, bnt they did sneoeei 
in subduing the flamec, eo as to save the 
opposite buildings and prevent any far- 
ther spread of the conflagration. This was 
the grand pitched battle of the occasion 
the roaster-piece of the department, and i 
deserve* to be lignalized s* on* of the mot 
remarkable achievements on record.
